POPULATION OF CITY 
ESTIMATED AT 7314 


Sierra Madre's popula¬ 
tion is now 7314. accord¬ 
ing to the County Region- 
ol Planning Conunisslon's 
quarterly estimate. 

The figure for last April 
was 7302. A year ago, it 
was 7044. According to the 
1940 Federal census, the 
city's population at that 
time was 4581. 

The July estimate for 
other cities: Arcadia, 22,- 
017; Monrovia. 20404: Pasa¬ 
dena, 110,770. 


Sierra Madre needs a swimming pool. 

If we were starting from scratch, that would be a state¬ 
ment of fact which few persons would or could refute. 

That is a statement of fact, but it does not mean that we 
have an adequate po(>l. 

It is the opinion of many persons of this city the Canyon 
Pool is a hazard. It is a hazard for many reasons. 

That does not necessarily imply, however, that the life or 
the health of your child is immediately endangered by a dip 
in the Canyon Pool. 

Operation of the pool by the Recreation Commission, and 
under the direct supervision of Recreation Director Sam Mc- 
Elfresh and Pool Manager Dan Rauscher cannot be too high¬ 
ly praised. Nor are they sacrificing anything to make the pool 
as safe as possible. 

Still, the pool is a hazard because we have outgrown the 
poorly equipped and poorly located existing pool. We have 
too many children who wish to swim. 

For one thing, congestion creates a hazard. The pool is 
located in the most congested area of the city. It could 
hardly be more congested. 

The Canyon has a single exit. The fire danger is great. 


Set Rules For 
Connecting to 
Sewer Lines 


Legal mechanics which may lead to a new swimznlng pool 
for Sierra Madre were started this week. 

At its next meeting, July 12. the City Council will set the date 
for a public hearing to determine the need of a recreation district 
which would allow the construction of a swimming pool and 

provide funds for its molnten- 
ance. 

City Attorney T, Guy Com- 
yn was instructed to draw up 
the necessary resolution for the 
calling of the puhlic heorlng. 

This action was taken after 
receiving a petition signed by 
25 prominent Sierra Madreans. 
They asked that the recreation 
district be formed. Heading the 
list of names were those of 
R. C. Lewis, president of the 
6ank of Sierra Madre, and A. E. 
Morgan, president of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce and chairman 
of the Recreation Commission. 
Morgan said that it has been 
pointed out often that the ex¬ 
isting Canyon pool is not ade-

A sewer ordinance, which 
will provide rules under which 
businesses of the downtown 
area may connect to the al¬ 
ready Installed trunk line, had 
its first reading before the City 
Council this week. 

City Attorney T. Guy Cornyn 
pointed rut, however, that “this 
does not mean the start of a 
city-wide sewer system. Its 
only purpose is to provide rules 
for downtown area hookups.” 

The downtown area will have 
to form an assessment district 
for the connections, and it was 
made clear that as the rest 
of the city joins in, other sep¬ 
arate assessment districts will 
be formed. 

It was made clear that the 
heavy cost of installing sew¬ 
ers in the Canyon area will be 
borne by the Canyon ar;*a— 
that the rest of the city, “where 
the digging is easier,” will not 
be forced to share in the entire 
municipal undertaking. 

As a starter, a charge of $4 
per front foot was set for the 
initial connections with $5 for 
each running foot of laterals 
to property lines. 

A charge for acreage connc- 
tions was placed at $1000 per 
acre. Cornyn said, however, 
that “one house on several 
acres of land would not have 
to pay the acreage fee.”

More than 216 Sierra Madre 
children are currently attend¬ 
ing the “Bethany Boot School 
for Christian Sailors,” a sum¬ 
mer Bible school which meets- 
dally at the Bethany Church. 

Using a navy theme through¬ 
out its program, the "Boot 
School” offers singing, games, 
hand-crafts, pictures and stor¬ 
ies to children ranging in age 
from 4 to 14.

Tomorrow, July 1, an ordi¬ 
nance setting the minimum 
rate at $1 for the collection of 
garbage and rubbish for busi¬ 
ness establishments goes into 
effect.

BEOINS TUESDAY 


More than 50 pupils have en¬ 
rolled for the summer school 
session at Sierra Madre Gram¬ 
mar School which begins Tues¬ 
day, July 5, Charles A. Skutt, 
school superintendent, announ¬ 
ced last week. 

Attending children will be 
divided into two classes—first 
and second grade pupils under 
the instruction of Miss Doro¬ 
thy Leppla; and third, fourth, 
fifth, and sixth grade children 
being taught by Mr. Paul Rus- 
tanius. Both teachers are on 
the regular staff of the Sierra 
Madre school system. 

Mr. Skutt reports that 20 
students had already enrolled 
by last week for the first and 
second grade class, and that 
30 were signed-up for the old¬ 
er-age group. 

Instruction is being planned 
in certain fundamental sub¬ 
jects—reading, spelling, mathe¬ 
matics, and writing—as well 
as in crafts and music.

Coroner Ben Brown reported 
yesterday that cause of the 
death of Dan Coren Jensen, 756 
Auburn, one of the key wit¬ 
nesses in the current Los An¬ 
geles vice squad inquiry, is still 
uncertain pending microscopic 
study. 

Jensen, who was former part- 
owner of the Oak Tree Inn in 
Sierra Madre, last year accus¬ 
ed three Hollywood vice- 
squad officers of beating him 
“unmercifully” after his arrest 
on charges that were later dis¬ 
missed without trial. 

The charges against Jensen 
were dropped on July 14 of last 
year because police investiga¬ 
tors had discovered that arrest¬ 
ing officers had been drinking. 

Jensen’s attorney, George 
Stahlman, said Jensen’s health 
declined steadily after the 
beating. An abdominal opera¬ 
tion was performed on him a 
few months after the beating. 

Dr. J. Earl Gossard of Si¬ 
erra Madre, who had been at¬ 
tending Jensen for the last two 
months, declined to sign the 
death certificate without there 
first being a post mortem. He 
explained that he was not Jen¬ 
sen’s psysician at the time of 
the operation. 


This was contained in a

The city jail isn’t heavily 
populated. In 1947 the average 
"dally population” of the Jail 
was .18 person. 

During that year the Jail, 
with a capacity of four prison¬ 
ers, saw 45 persons booked and 
held 11 “sleepers”—persons re¬ 
questing lodging. 

Of those booked, 47 per cent 
were brought in for intoxica¬ 
tion. Four prisoners under sen¬ 
tence spent, an average of four 
days each in the local pokey. 
The food cost per prisoner per 
day here was $1.35. The total 
dally cost for each prisoner was 
set at $3.27. 


Members of the Planning Commission, whose recommendations 
usually go unanswered and ignored by the City Council, this 
week decided to try again to get something done obout a new 
street running west from Baldwin avenue and south of Sierra 
Madre boulevard. 

Commission Chairman Bay¬ 
ard Bigelow appointed Mem¬ 
ber Harry E. Johnson to see 
that the street proposal was 
reactivated. 

The matter was brought up 
by E. R. Mitchell of 119 Esper¬ 
anza street whose 90-foot lot 
runs back 293 feet into what 
Bigelow termed "no-man’s 
land.” 

MltchelL who twice before 
has had his lot-split request 
turned down, said that he hod 
"enough square footage (ot 
7500 square feet per lot) to 
build four homes — but the 
shape of my lot prevents me 
from even building two."

The Crime Commission's 
zeport showed that Sierra 
Madre's jail, although not 
one thot gets much of a 
workout, is typical of the in- 
odequate small-town lockups. 

For one thing, the report 
on Sierra Madre pointed out, 
the jail is not properly de¬ 
signed to prevent escapes 
nor to prevent "the introduc¬ 
tion of contraband" nor to 
provide 'protection to the 
employees." 


It was indicated that this 
hearing would be divorced 
from any regular meeting of 
the City Council but that the 
Chamber of Commerce would 
take part. 

Councilman Herman Barter 
suggested that residents at the 
same time “suggest ways and 
means of getting money to 
pay” for solutions. 

Bigelow said, "We get an aw¬ 
ful lot of gripes about condi¬ 
tions in the Canyon, but no¬ 
body does anything about any- 
thlng—and that Includes the 
City Council.” 


Hope was held out to resi¬ 
dents of the Canyon area this 
week. Help may be on the way. 

At least residents of the con¬ 
gested district may have a 
chance to air their problems in 
full—and at the same time 
present a platform for official 
relief. 

Planning Commission Chair¬ 
man Bayard Bigelow said that 
Attorney Noren Eaton would 
initiate a public hearing dur¬ 
ing which answers to the prob¬ 
lems of garbage collection, 
parking, the Canyon swimming 
pool, fire dangers and general 
"gripes” could be sought.

A person who ccoi remember when Sierra Modre was a mere 
village and when Baldwin avenue could boast only one or two 
buildings of any size is Mrs. Charles E. Mallette. 

She ought to know. She was this city's first telephone operator. 

Mrs. Mallette—at that time she was Miss Edna Malcolm—help¬ 
ed open the first telephone office in Sierra Madre in January, 
1907. 

Having only slight difficulty 
in remembering way back then, 

Mrs. Mallette reports that the 
office was housed in a down 
stairs room of the only hotel 
in town. She says the hotel 
faced on Baldwin avenue, but 
does not recall its name. 

At that time, a bank, small 
grocery store, and hardware 
store—as well as the hotel— 
were the only buildings on our 
main street. 

For the first few months af¬ 
ter her office opened, Mrs. Mal¬ 
lette states there were only 
from 70 to 75 telephones in 
Sierra Madre. It was also her 
duty, therefore, to handle all 
telegrams coming into the 
"city.” 

In those days, telephone op¬ 
erators employed the so-called 
"drop system” in placing calls. 

This required the operator to 
furiou.sly wind a crank sever¬ 
al times, which would cause a 
"drop” on the switchboard. Ex¬ 
cept for the "cranking,” a sim¬ 
ilar method is still sometimes 
used for long distance calls. 

With her when the first of¬ 
fice began operation were 
Manager Darrow Foreman and 
Walter Roos, lineman. Mrs. 

Mallette later taught two other 
women the telephone-operator 
trade and they joined the of¬ 
fice staff. 

Mrs. Mallette, who lives at 
2605 Morningside street, Pasa¬ 
dena, is a first trustee of the 
Eagles Auxiliary of that city. 

She conducts a licensed board¬ 
ing home for the elderly blind 
at that address. 

Of this work, Mrs. Mallette 
says .she “enjoys it” and likes 
the idea of doing a service for 
humanity. 

Mr. Mallette, her husband, is 
a paint contractor. Their son, 

Charles E. Mallette Jr., is man¬ 
ager of a serve-yourself gas 
station in Pasadena. ’The cou¬ 
ple has one granddaughter, 

Charlene.

Disabled Vets May 
Get State 

Disability Benefits 

Unemployed disabled veter¬ 
ans who are currently drawing 
Servicemen’s Readjustment Al¬ 
lowances may file for state dis¬ 
ability insurance benefits after 
July 25, James G. Bryant, di¬ 
rector of the California Depart¬ 
ment of Employment, announ¬ 
ced recently. 

Bryant explained that the 
servicemen’s readjustment al¬ 
lowances (G. I. unemployment 
benefits) will expire on July 
25, 1949, for all veterans who 
were discharged from service 
before July 26, 1947. 

“Prior to this expiration date, 
veterans who were drawing 
these allowances at the time 
they became disabled are not 
eligible for state disability in¬ 
surance since they are receiv¬ 
ing unempl o y m e n t benefits 
from the Federal government,” 
he said.

Much 
pre.ssure is being brought to 
bear upon many fire chiefs be¬ 
cause of their opposition. Fac¬ 
tions who favor the sale of 
dangerous fireworks, and their 
use by the general public are 
surely not aware of the im¬ 
provements in this respect dur¬ 
ing the past few years. 

Residents of Sierra Madre are 
urgently asked by the fire¬ 
fighters to keep fireworks from 
the city. Other amusements can 
occupy the minds of the chil¬ 
dren. To tho.se older fellows 
and girls who still think that 
they must have firecrackers, 
we urgently request that they 
at least find a place away from 
inflammables and yet stay 
pretty close to a hospital. Who 
knows just what will happen?

Seek Rezone 
Survey of Nearby 
County Lands 

As a means of establishing 
zoning standards for the up¬ 
per Hastings Ranch, the Plan¬ 
ning Commission this week 
sought aid of the county. 

In a letter directed to the 
City Council, the Commission 
asked that the County Region¬ 
al Planning Commission be re¬ 
quested to survey territory ad¬ 
joining Sierra Madre and re¬ 
zone if necessary “so lot stand¬ 
ards may more nearly conform 
to city standards.” 

The City Council, however, 
sidetracked the request until 
it is determined which way the 
upper Hastings Ranch, how 
county territory, will jump for 
annexation. 

City Attorney T. Guy Corn- 
yn pointed out that the survey 
was “a very desirable thing.” 


“If we must hire a man to 
do the patrolling, then the For¬ 
est Service should write us and 
say that it is incapable of giv¬ 
ing us protection,” Barter said.

“Pepe mla, 

“It seems such a long time 
since we parted, and I can’t 
tell you how much I miss you. 

“I do hope your mistress Is 
well and happy and that you 
are being a nice boy. Remem¬ 
ber not to cause her any 
trouble; don’t show your teeth 
and make those funny noises. 

Perhaps you are only talking, 
but to others it looks like you 
are being nasty. And be real 
kind to your playmates, always 
sharing your bones and toys... 

“You would enjoy walking 
down Velasquez with me. It is 
a two-way boulevard with a 
wide Paseo in the center which 
is bordered by two lines of 
trees, and there are benches 
where we could sit and watch 
the people pass. . . And if we 
were walking late in the eve¬ 
ning, wo would see the man 
with a long torch lighting the 
street lamps. These sound an¬ 
tique, but otherwise the city 
of Madrid is quite modern; 
beautiful clean streets, beauti¬ 
ful buildings, and the latest 
American cars. 

". . . The hours are strange 
here because they have two 
hours daylight saving due to 
the scarcity of water and elec¬ 
tric power. People lunch at 3 or 
4 p.m. and dine any time after 
10:30 p.m. Everything closes 
between 1:30 and 4 p.m. (ex¬ 
cept restaurants)—then they 
are open until 8 p.m. 

", , . It (the water shortage) 


is a serious situation in Madrid 
because factories can only op¬ 
erate two days per week. So, 
there are great shortages in 
commodities. 

“. . . Have been too busy 
studying Spanish and teaching 
English and making new 
friends (with my limited Mexi¬ 
can Spanish) to see many 
places of Interest yet—like the 
museum, El Prado, or Toledo.

Councilman Henry Nuetzel 
said that a pool could probab¬ 
ly be built here for approxi¬ 
mately $22,000. 

It was pointed out that argu¬ 
ments for and against the pro¬ 
posal would be heard at the 
public hearing, the date of 
which is still to be set. 

As a result of the public 
hearing the Council may set 
a date for a special election 
on the mcrtter. No action con 
be taken without a vote of the 
residents of the city. 

The petition suggested that 
a maximum tax rate of 25 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation be 
incorporated into any propo¬ 
sition placed before the voters. 
This maximum would be a 
ceiling, and it would not nec¬ 
essarily mean that this would 
be the rate established each 
year. 

During the meeting it was 
pointed out that the Canyon 
pool will be closed completely 
if it "runs in the red." 

Operation of the pool is in 
the hands of the Recreation 
Commission, and Morgan said 
that if budgeted funds cannot 
maintain the pool, then ‘‘we 
will cut down the number of 
days per week that it is open, 
and if necessary, we will close 
it completely.”

The report points up the fact 
that Sierra Madre does little in 
the way of offering induce¬ 
ments to persons seeking work 
on the police force. 

The inducements offered are: 
Civil Service—NO; Promotion— 
NONE; Days Vacation—13; Sick

Work hours per week—54; 
Monthly salary—$235-$245.50; 
Retirement—N O. 

In other cities, the work¬ 
week averages 44 and 48 hours. 
Sierra Madre cops’ long hours 
are matched by only one other 
city of the county. La Verne, 
and topped by only one, Palos 
Verdes Estates. 

The average starting salary 
for police officers in all cities 
is $247.82.

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A NEW SWIMMING POOL—An Editorial From page 1 

This cannot be over emphasized. And the fire danger is 
greatest just at the time that swimming is at its peak. 

Fire officials not only of Sierra Madre but of surrounding 
communities are aware of the threat of fire in the canyon 
area. 

To provide required sunning area, the fence of the pool this 
year was extended. This in itself aggravated an already bad 
traffic problem. And the traffic problem obviously ties in 
directly to the problem of fire fighting and fire control. 

In this respect the Canyon pool is a hazard. 

Its complete elimination would be a help. And every pos¬ 
sible help is needed in the canyon area. 

Is the pool a health hazard? If it were a health hazard today, 
it would be closed today by the Recreation Commission which 
is charged with its operation. 

This pool has no filtering system as required by minimum 
state standards. Cost of installing such a system would be 
impractical and expensive. Cold water thus must be dumped 
into the pool when it is changed, and the water change cannot 
be done more than once a week. As a result, the water must 
be heavily chlorinated as a health safeguard. 

In a memorandum to Dr. Roy O. Gilbert, county health 
officer, Lyle C. Haynes, chief of the department's section of 
water and sewage, pointed out that minimum standards have 
been maintained at the pool only ' by close cooperation 
of the pool operator and the County Health Department in¬ 
spectors." 

"But these standards do not compare favorably with the mod¬ 
ern pools of today that are equipped with filtration and 
chlorination systems capable of filtering the entire contents 
of the pool every six hours of operation and maintaining an 
adequate chlorine residual in the pool during peak loads, 
the report said. 

This report points out that the plunge was built prior to the 
adoption of the state swimming pool regulations. There has 
been a gradual improvement in the operation and equipment 
of the pool, however, "by improvising in many ways with the 
facilities at hand," it said. 

"At the present time no filtration system has been Installed 
with the result that the pool wa*er becomes cloudy after a few 
day's operation and the entire contents of the pool must be 
drained to waste," the report continued. 

Again it may be said that those in charge of the operation 
of the pool this year are doing everything within their power 
to make the pool as safe as possible. 

This, however, does not alter the fact that the pool is anti¬ 
quated, that it does not have proper toilet facilities (as em¬ 
phasized by the Health Department), that it is not large 
enough for all of the children of the city who wish to use it, 
that it is in a most hazardous location. 

The proposal now before the City Council which would elim¬ 
inate this pool should be very carefully considered by the 
residents of Sierra Madre. It should be given your support.

Deadline Today for 
Retroactive Veteran 
Retirement Benefits 

Today, June 30, is the dead¬ 
line for retroactive payment of 
federal retirement benefits for 
veterans of the National Guard 
and Naval Militia who attain¬ 
ed age 60 before December 31, 
1948, Major General C. D. O’¬ 
Sullivan adjutant general, an¬ 
nounced. ’Tho.se eligible for re¬ 
tirement under the age 60 mili¬ 
tary Dlan, who attained that 
age subsequently, may apply 
continuously, since retroactive 
benefits are not involved. 

National Guard and Naval 
Militia veterans may obtain 
certificates of service, when 
and if they are required for re¬ 
tirement purposes, from the ad¬ 
jutant general. State of Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Under U. S. Public Law 810, 
any person who has had an ag¬ 
gregate of 20 or more years of 
satisfactory service In the fed¬ 
eralized National Guard, Naval 
Militia or other reserve com¬ 
ponent, and under certain con¬ 
ditions service in either World 
War I or II, Is eligible for 
retirement pay on reaching the 
age of 60.
